Software Engineering Class Blends

Assistant Professor of Computer Science Brian 
Capouch and his Software Engineering class recently 
presented their work on a cemetery mapping project. 
The class spent time at Independence Cemetery in Gillam 
Township, which is near Medaryville in Jasper County. 
Independence Cemetery, founded in 1836, is the oldest 
cemetery in Jasper County. 

Students used Android mobile devices with built- 
in GPS, virtual reality, and Google Earth to provide 
information about the cemetery. The class created an app 
that offers this information, plus bios, stories, life timelines, 
marker condition, and military service — making use of 
images, sound & video clips. The project was difficult and 


time-consuming, but the students were excited to work 
on something that challenged them and encouraged 5 
improvisation and creative thinking. 

“This project was a phenomenal learning 
experience,” said senior Computer Science major Ben 
Geels of Fort Wayne, Ind. “As the database administrator 
for the Pastfinder.org project, I learned how to create a 
programming system and had to figure out a way to make 
the database easy for the common person to use. I gained 
a lot of valuable experience, and it was interesting to see 
how technology can be incorporated with history.”

WITH A CONSCIENCE 

Saint Joseph’s College MBA Program 


Is what an advertiser does to enhance their product 
ethical? When is a contribution a bribe? When does 
collaboration become cheating? 

Even before the collapse of major companies in the 
past decade due to management malfeasance, immoral 
and/or illegal behavior, and questionable decision- 
making, the respect and trust citizens had in many of the 
actors on the business stage was declining. 

Enter stage “right” — a business education that 
emphasizes ethics. Many MBA programs around the 
country have provided a new direction, framing the 
principles and application of business 
ethics in a capstone course. 

Saint Joseph’s College MBA Program 
was launched in fall 2011 with its 
own uniqueness — its tie to SJC’s Core 
Curriculum and Christian ethics. As is 
done in Core, the MBA Program instills 
the principles of Christian Humanism. 

The MBA Program’s emphasis on ethics, 
social responsibility, and justice is a 
natural reinforcement of the fundamental 
concepts that encompass the Christian 
values found in SJC’s undergraduate 
programs. 

MBA Program Director Dr. Wayne 
Cunningham explains, “Whenever we in 
good conscience make a decision, it is our 
responsibility to think about the planet and 


sustainability for the six billion people at the bottom of the 
pay scale. So while profit is clearly a motive, it’s absolutely 
necessary to judge whether a decision is right or wrong 
from the perspective of ethics, social responsibility, and 
justice.” 

For students who have an undergraduate degree in 
Business or Accounting, the program normally consists of 
12 courses, or 36 credits. Students whose undergraduate 
degree is in something other than Business may be asked 
to satisfy some prerequisites. There are many options for 
satisfying prerequisite courses — students may take them 
online or while enrolled in the Program, get 
credit by examination, or choose several 
other avenues. 

Ben Kalinowski ’ 1 0, an SJC employee, 
started the Program in fall 201 1. An English 
major, Kalinowski says, “I was hesitant to 
join the Program initially, fearing that my 
lack of a business background would prove 
to be a hindrance. I was also intimidated 
by the unexpected, given that I would be 
among the Program’s first students. I can 
imagine I felt similar to the first women to 
arrive at SJC when the College opened its 
doors to both genders, though certainly 
with the same degree of anxiety and 
uncertainty. After overcoming my initial 
reservations, I quickly realized the MBA 
Program was more than worthwhile.”

being in its infancy, it has al- 
ready proven to be beneficial 
and highly rewarding.^ 
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The Program reflects Core in another 
way — the curriculum requires students 
to “walk the talk” with a hands-on 
approach: a service learning project is 
coupled with coursework. Students take 
all the discussions they had in different 
classes and all the tools they learned to 
use: designing, planning, executing, and 
evaluating — and apply them to a real, 
living landscape — a not-for-profit. SJC 
hopes to instill in students the desire to 
continuously “give back.” 

“My hope is that some of the material 
will work for a nonprofit — it doesn’t have 
to, but if it happens, it means that SJC 
succeeded,” says Cunningham.

small accounting firm in Lowell, Ind.; her 
goal is to work in an accounting department 
within a museum: “This program ties 
together the Christian Humanism values 
that the Core Program is based on and real 
life experiences.” 

A new component in the program is 
being offered this spring: “MBA 670: Global 
Environments of Business.” Students 
enrolled in this course are going to Berlin, 
Germany and Krakow, Poland. Another 
exciting element is the exploration of 
further options involving various locations 
and online courses. Cunningham says, 
“We’re in the process of doing a marketing 
survey to determine if it would be cost- 
effective to deliver the program in 
Lafayette, Indianapolis, and the Chicago 
area.”

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n a time when higher education was difficult for 
women to enter, Anne-Marie Egan paid little at- 
tention to the gender bias. While she was growing up in 
Westminster, Md., Egan’s love for learning, particularly in 
music and French, drove her to further her education. Egan 
graduated from Western Maryland College (re-named Mc- 
Daniel College), where both her parents were professors, 
with a Bachelor of Arts in Music and French. 

From Maryland, Egan made her way to Bloomington, 
Ind. to study at Indiana University. During her time there, 
she had classes with her future husband, John. After 
earning her Master’s of Music Theory and Master’s of 
French, Anne-Marie was wed to John. 

When John had initially done his college search, he 
received a scholarship offer from SJC. 

“John would have liked to go to SJC for his 
undergraduate degree, but SJC did not offer a Music major 
at the time. When a position opened up at SJC, John liked 
the thought of teaching at the small school in Rensselaer 
that had offered him a scholarship.” 

When the Egans arrived in Rensselaer 50 years 
ago, it took very little time for Anne-Marie’s academic 
background to pay dividends. 

“Somebody at the College found out I was fluent in 
French, and that opened the door for me at SJC,” said 
Anne-Marie. 

During her first summer at SJC, Anne-Marie taught 
French to six seminarians, who wore cassocks to class. 
Before long, she was teaching full-time as one of the first 
lay female professors at SJC. Anne-Marie would go on to 
teach piano, French, music theory and many other Music 
courses, and freshman and sophomore Core. She also 
served as a Core Director for 20 years, was accompanist 
and assistant director of the College Chorus, served on 
the Academic Cabinet for 20 years, and served on the 


majority of the College’s faculty 
committees at one time or 
another. 

Although she was one 
of the few female professors at 
SJC, Anne-Marie found the staff, 
faculty, and students to be very 
accepting of her. 

“There were few challenges that 
arose from being a female on campus,” 
said Anne-Marie. “Everyone was very 
accepting and supportive. However, during the 60s, I was 
often the ‘token woman’ on faculty committees.” 

Anne-Marie was also fortunate to have a few 
members of the campus community who were positive 
role models and lifelong friends. She points out Fathers 
Ernie Ranly, C.PP.S. ’52, Rudolph Bierberg, C.PP.S. ’35, 
Lawrence Heiman, C.PP.S. ’40, and Ambrose Heimann, 
C.PP.S. ’35 for their undying support throughout her career. 
Fr. Lawrence Heiman was very progressive in affording 
women the same opportunities as the males on campus, 
and Anne-Marie worked with him for 30 years teaching in 
the Rensselaer Program of Church Music and Liturgy. 

During her time at SJC, Anne-Marie continued to 
further her education: “I took many classes in different 
areas,” said Anne-Marie. “When I found out I was going 
to be a Core Director, I felt I needed to learn more about 
the topics that would be covered in that Core, especially 
scripture, medieval philosophy, and Renaissance and 
Reformation history. I wanted to be prepared.” 

Anne-Marie also sensed the growing importance 
of learning computer skills, especially after one of her 
students turned in a music theory assignment he had done 
with music notation software. 

“After receiving that assignment, I realized that I 
should learn how to use a computer. It was something I 
needed to learn, and that’s exactly what I did, thanks to 
several SJC computer classes.” 

As one of SJC’s pioneering women, Anne-Marie set 
the standard for being a humble role model and achiever. 
When asked what her greatest accomplishment was as an 
educator, she had a wealth of them from which to pick. 
Her answer reflected her thirst for knowledge. 

“I’ve always loved to learn,” said Anne-Marie. “I feel 
that I imparted that to my students and inspired intellectual 
curiosity in them. Teaching full-time while raising seven 
children was my major achievement.” 

Anne-Marie’s 46-year teaching career at SJC was 
marked by her love for acquiring knowledge and passing that 
passion on to her students. She blazed a bright trail at SJC for 
both men and women, and made a lasting impact there.

UNIQUE PATH 
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he road traveled 
by Inge Erick- 
son to Saint Joseph’s College 
spanned years and countries. 

Born in Germany, where she 
spent the first 12 years of her 
life, Erickson came to Vermont with 
her mother and her American step- 
father. She completed grade school and 
high school in Vermont before getting accepted to Sim- 
mons College in Boston, Mass. Erickson double-majored 
in Chemistry and English and got married shortly after 
graduation. 

Erickson’s work took her all over the country, 
from Minneapolis to Iowa and Kansas to Louisiana and 
Virginia. She was also a screenwriter of educational films 
in Lawrence, Kan. A film she wrote on the Crusades was 
awarded first prize at the Columbus Film Festival. 

Erickson also penned the screenplay for a film shot 
in Hays, Kan. that dealt with young boys being influenced 
too much by women. 

Searching for a secure area in which to raise her two 
young daughters, Erickson found the Lafayette, Ind. area 
ideal. Upon her arrival, Erickson interviewed for a position 
at SJC and was hired by then President Fr. Charles Banet, 
C.PP.S. to be the Director of Development. Although she 
was one of few female administrators on campus, Erickson 
never felt hindered or threatened at work because of her 
gender. 

“Gender was never much of an issue,” said Erickson. 
“Fr. Banet had an amazingly open-minded attitude on 
such matters.” 

Erickson’s co-workers, especially Fr. Banet, were 
highly influential in her career at SJC. 

“Fr. Banet was a wonderful leader. He had a sensible 
and pragmatic view on the world, and he acted on his 
convictions. He did what he thought was right, and I 
admired him for it. He was also blunt and could be tough

on you, but I appreciated that he always said what he 
thought.” 

Other notable co-workers Erickson mentioned 
included her supervisor, Vice President of Development 
Jim Valentine, a creative thinker who had a wonderful 
impact on the College and who promoted Erickson to 
Assistant Vice President for Institutional Advancement and 
Marketing. Erickson also pointed out SJC’s current Vice 
President for Institutional Advancement and Marketing, Dr. 
Maureen Egan ’90, whom she had appointed as Director 
of Alumni and Parent Relations. 

“Maureen was wonderful to have in our department,” 
said Erickson. “She was a go-getter, very secure in her 
skin, and could literally succeed in anything to which 
she dedicated herself. Janet Gick, my Director of Public 
Relations, was also a tremendous worker and a joy to have 
in the office.” 

Erickson singled out Anne-Marie Egan as well. 

“Anne-Marie was a wonderful woman. She was so 
intelligent and kind, and SJC was blessed to have her. It 
was truly incredible how many outstanding employees we 
had at such a small institution.” 

Much as Fr. Banet was described as tough but fair, 
Erickson felt she was similar as an administrator and 
leader. She admitted that it could be challenging 
to be tough at times. 

“In those days, it was harder being tough as 
a woman than it was for a man. Women weren’t 
necessarily supposed to be tough.” 

Despite that challenge, Erickson proved 
to be an admired and successful fundraiser 
and vice president. She had a fantastic time at 
SJC and will always remember the people she 
worked with, the friends she made, and the goals 
she achieved. Erickson is now retired and lives 
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Inge Erickson continued 
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in Lafayette, spending her time traveling to such places 
as Egypt and Colorado Springs to visit her daughters and 
beautiful grandchildren. 

“Everything worked out perfectly for me,” said 
Erickson. “I left SJC on my own terms and with the fondest 
of memories, and I am loving life.” 


Erickson has traveled a long road with many stops 
along the way, and the mark she left at SJC is one that 
can still be seen today. She helped pave the way for the 
female administrators working today at the College, and 
her legacy is carried on and felt with each passing day. 
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rendsetter” is the one word Dave Ryan, Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Lakeshore Chamber of 
Commerce, would use to describe Mildred “Millie” Tait. A 
Life Trustee and Friend of Saint Joseph’s College, Tait was 
a key fixture in the SJC community and a groundbreaking 
entrepreneur and manager. Ryan and his wife, Mary, were 
close friends of Tait and recall her as a passionate, deter- 
mined, sociable woman who knew how to entertain and 
succeed at everything she tackled. 

Tait was born in Colton, S.D. in 1 9 1 9. She moved to rural 
Wisconsin and attended Whitewater Teachers College 
and married Lloyd Tait from Evansville, Wis. Together with 
Lloyd, she started the Per Pak Corporation in the 1960s. The 
company wrapped products such as children’s toys, which 
would then be placed in cereal boxes and other boxed 
products. Per Pak’s clients included General Mills and 
other large food vendors. The company was synonymous 
with the likes of SC Johnson and Kellogg’s. 

Per Pak was eventually purchased by Jefferson 
Smurfit, one of the world’s largest producers of paper- 
based packaging products. Following the sale, Tait became 
the company’s sole female manager. 


Close friends of former 
SJC President Fr. Charles 
y Banet, C.PP.S., the Taits 
would often vacation with 
Banet in Florida. Tait received 
an Honorary Degree from the 
College in 1982 and, together 
with her husband, established 
the Lloyd and Mildred Tait Scholarship 
at SJC. For a time, the couple made 
their residence in Brook, Ind. in the former 
home of George Ade, acclaimed playwright and humorist. 

A businesswoman at heart, Tait’s desire to succeed 
matched her desire to see other women excel in business. 
She was the president of the Skokie Valley Professional 
Business Women’s Association and always commanded 
the attention of co-workers with her knowledge, passion, 
and authoritative demeanor. 

“Millie loved to see women be successful in business,” 
said Ryan. “It was something in which she took great pride 
and joy.” 

Despite her tough attitude as a manager, Tait 
was described by Ryan as a fun-loving, outgoing, and 
gregarious woman who loved to travel and play golf and 
bridge. She visited such places as India, Africa, and Paris, 
and was a die-hard fan of the Green Bay Packers and 
Chicago Cubs. 

Not long before her passing, Tait joined the Ryans on 
a trip to Milwaukee to see the Cubs take on the Brewers. 
Despite her age, Ryan recalls Tait having a fantastic time 
and really getting into the game. 

“She was a great friend and a wonderful woman,” 
Ryan said. 

A supreme success in business and her personal life, 
Tait will remain an important part of the history and culture 
at SJC and an example of how anyone can succeed with 
the right mix of confidence, intelligence, and passion.

Guccione ’69 arrived at SJC, 
she walked into an experience 
that she describes as “unique.” 

Guccione belonged to the sec- 
ond class of female students at SJC, 
and it brought with it many challenges. 

However, the challenges proved to be beneficial. 
Guccione, now a Professor of Geosciences at the 
University of Arkansas, says she wouldn’t be where she 
is today without the knowledge gained and time spent at 


SJC. 


Guccione was born in Indianapolis and moved to 
Lafayette with her family, and then moved to the Chicago 
area. Guccione’s father was employed by Argonne 
National Laboratories and worked on the United States’ 
first nuclear submarine. Guccione went on to attend 
high school at Sacred Heart Academy in Lisle, 111. and 
wanted to continue her education at a Catholic college or 
university. She applied for admission to Catholic University 
of America in Washington, D.C., but was rejected due to 
an unfortunate set of circumstances. 

“My grades weren’t an issue in getting turned 
down,” explained Guccione. “As part of the Baby Boomer 
generation, many colleges and universities didn’t have 
enough room for those qualified to attend. I didn’t get in 
because there were simply too many people.” 

Unfortunately for Guccione, Catholic University was 
the only school to which she had applied. As a result, she 
had to attend an all-women’s Catholic college in Chicago. 
It was there that she was exposed to SJC, which was still 
an all-men’s institution. SJC would send some of its young 
men to Guccione’s school for dances, and the thought 
of attending SJC became appealing for two reasons: 
Guccione wanted to continue her Catholic education 
and the College was going co-ed. After one semester in 
Chicago, Guccione transferred to SJC to major in Geology. 

“I grew up in the Sputnik era, and I was very interested 
in the sciences. I knew I wouldn’t succeed in courses such as 
physics and chemistry, but geology really appealed to me.” 

When Guccione arrived at SJC, she was faced with 
an interesting housing situation. Because there were so 
few women on campus, they were forced to rent rooms or 
apartments in town. Justin Hall, SJC’s first women’s dorm, 
wasn’t constructed until Guccione’s senior year. 

“Living off campus actually had a lot of advantages. 
The best thing about it was not having mandatory lights 


out, which the men on campus had at the time. It was an 
interesting experience being a minority.” 

There were many challenges Guccione and her fellow 
female classmates faced. Guccione was the only female of 
her class majoring in Geology, and she felt that she had to be 
better than average in class to survive. It was experiences 
such as this that toughened her up and shaped her into 
the woman she is today. Although Guccione never had any 
female teachers in science or math, she found role models 
in the likes of Dr. Don Ballmann ’54, Professor Emeritus of 
Geology Michael Davis, and Professor Lyle Sleeman. 

“The professors really cared about their students, and 
they didn’t come into class every day like it was simply 
their job to teach. They lived what they taught, and that’s 
something very unique about the professors at SJC.” 

Following graduation, Guccione married a fellow 
Geology student. The two went to Miami University of 
Ohio, where Guccione received her Masters in Geology. 
She and her husband moved to Colorado, where Guccione 
received her doctoral degree in Geology. She then moved 
to Arkansas and was hired by the University of Arkansas in 
Fayetteville, where she continues to work today. 

Guccione misses the family atmosphere at SJC. She 
has been back to campus several times, returning for the 
dedication of a multi-purpose conference room in the 
Robinson Memorial Library, named in honor of her former 
professor, Michael E. Davis. Guccione made a significant 
contribution to the 2 1 st Century Campaign for the renovation 
and outfitting of the room. 

Guccione came to SJC during a memorable time in 
its history and came out a woman ready to accept the 
challenges of the world. She will continue to utilize the 
lessons she learned both in and out of the classroom as 
she brings the close, personal touch she experienced at 
SJC to her students in Arkansas.

but Tim Conroy ‘89 was not taking advan- 
tage of his time at Saint Joseph’s College. Fortunately for 
him, Professor Walter Scherb saw a young man ruining a 
golden opportunity and introduced him to Sr. Catherine 
Fay, B.V.M. 

“I wanted to wring Prof. Scherb’s neck at the time, 
but my introduction to Sr. Catherine turned out to be one 
of the greatest blessings of my life.” 

It was the second semester of his freshman year, 
and Conroy was in need of some guidance. Sr. Catherine 
immediately set about instilling in him the attitude and 
focus needed to achieve. Every Monday, Wednesday, and 
Friday, Conroy would meet with Sr. Catherine in her office 
in Dwenger Hall. 

“Every time I went to see her, I’d have to walk up a 
long staircase to her office where I’d sit across from her in 
a student desk. I felt like I was one of the Blues Brothers 
going to see Mother Superior.” 

Despite the sometimes intimidating walk upstairs, 
Conroy grew fond of Sr. Catherine and her dedication to 
helping him succeed. Together, they would go over the 
week’s Core lectures, readings, and other assignments. 
Sr. Catherine was certainly 
tough, and it helped keep 
Conroy focused and driven in 
order to meet her standards. 

When he decided not to show 
for their meetings, it never 
crossed Sr. Catherine’s mind 
to let him off the hook. She 
made several calls to his dorm, 
asking whoever answered 
where he was. When that 


didn’t work, she sent a letter 
to Conroy’s father. 
y “My father wasn’t too 
happy after receiving that 
letter, and he reminded me 
that I was a college student 
and needed to shape up.” 
Despite her hard-nosed 
approach to tutoring, Sr. Catherine 
was a caring person who often 
showed glimpses of a fun spirit behind 
her serious fagade. 

“She was a wonderful woman. She loved to tell 
stories, and she certainly loved to teach and get on your 
case,” said Conroy. “But in those deep blue eyes of hers, 
there was always a sparkle.” 

Conroy met frequently with Sr. Catherine up until 
commencement, when he received his Bachelor of 
Science in Business Administration. Sr. Catherine was, of 
course, in attendance, and Conroy made it a point to thank 
her for all she had done for him. She responded by saying, 
“Go be successful and make everyone proud.” 

Even after graduation, Sr. Catherine remained an 
important part of Conroy’s life. Conroy would visit her 
when he was in the Rensselaer area, and his parents went 
to see her on multiple occasions when she moved to Iowa. 

Sr. Catherine passed away in 2004. Conroy surmises 
that, upon arriving in Heaven, she told God how He could 
be doing things better. In the meantime, Conroy lives in 
Porter, Ind. and is currently a territory manager for Zoll 
Medical. He still strives to make Sr. Catherine proud, and 
he often thinks about the tremendous impact she’s had 
on his life. Conroy’s sons, Tim ’13 and Tyler ’15, are current 
students at SJC, and Sr. Catherine is a major reason why 
they came to his alma mater. As Conroy said, Sr. Catherine 
embodied the close, personal touch that all students 
receive at SJC. 

“She was a very special woman,” said Conroy. “They 
don’t make them much better than her.”

Just as God is a servant to all, serving as a 
beacon in the night for those who have wandered astray, 
Sr. Donna Liette, C.PP.S. has made it her vocation to help 
reconcile wounded souls. 

Working for Precious Blood Ministry of Reconciliation 
in the violent “Back of the Yards” neighborhood on 
Chicago’s South Side, Sr. Donna spends much of her time 
working with at-risk youth who face gangs, drugs, and 
violence daily as they struggle to follow their dreams and 
find peace in the midst of violence. 

As a restorative justice practitioner, Sr. Donna uses 
her knowledge and faith to clear the gritty and tumultuous 
path walked by these children and young adults. It may not 
be where Sr. Donna envisioned herself when she decided 
to join the Sisters of the Precious Blood, but she knows it’s 
where she belongs. 

A far cry from the urban area in which she now finds 
herself, Sr. Donna was raised in the small town of North 
Star, Ohio. She pined to go to a good high school, and her 
desire to provide service to others led her to the Sisters of 
the Precious Blood High School in Dayton, Ohio. 

After earning her Bachelor of Arts degree in Education 
from the University of Dayton, Sr. Donna was sent to 
California to teach first grade 

Sr. Donna was sent all over the country to teach as 
part of her ministry, from Indiana to California to New 
Jersey. All together, Sr. Donna taught for 25 years in 
elementary education, including a 12-year stretch at St. 
Augustine Catholic School in Rensselaer. During this time, 
she worked closely with Fr. Philip Gilbert, C.PP.S. ’52 
to form a math lab where students could learn in an 
interactive environment. After several years of teaching 
at St. Augustine, she received a fellowship to do graduate 
studies at New York University. 

“My time in New York was spent learning how to 
teach innovatively. I’ve always believed that the joy of 
learning has to be caught, not taught.” 

After completing her Master’s in Education and 
Supervision, she returned to St. Augustine to implement 
the innovative teaching techniques she had learned at 
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NYU. Her education motto was, “The joy of learning is 
caught, not taught!” 

Sr. Donna left St. Augustine to teach in Fort Wayne, Ind. 
Later, her love for SJC led her to jump at the opportunity 
in 1986 to serve as a campus minister at the College. 
During her time at SJC, Sr. Donna taught Core 1 and was 
instrumental in organizing the College’s first Kairos retreat, 
which consisted of her, four student leaders, and several 
retreatants. Sr. Donna would be involved in SJC’s first 10 
Kairos retreats. 

“My time at SJC really enhanced my Precious Blood 
spirituality, and I will always carry what I learned at SJC in 
my heart,” said Sr. Donna. 

After leaving SJC, Sr. Donna attended Loyola University 
in Chicago, where she earned her Master of Pastoral Studies. 
It was during this time that Sr. Donna’s vocation shifted 
from education to spiritual counseling and rehabilitation. 
She began working with the incarcerated and homeless. 
Although she wanted to work in the prisons, women were 
not allowed to be prison chaplains at the time. 

An opportunity presented itself when Mercy Manor 
in Dayton had an opening for its director position. Mercy 
Manor, a transitional residential home for women recently 
released from prison, was a perfect fit for Sr. Donna and 
eventually made for a smooth transition to Precious Blood 
Ministry of Reconciliation in Chicago. 

In Chicago, Sr. Donna has been able to apply her 
theory for forgiveness and rehabilitation. 

“My hope is to create a more restorative community 
and prison system, one built on healing and counseling 
instead of suffering and punishment. I feel that’s the best 
approach to take when trying to heal an individual.” 

In addition to working at Precious Blood Ministry of 
Reconciliation, Sr. Donna spends time at the Cook County

Juvenile Detention Center and Dwight Prison with a 
woman who was sentenced to life without parole at the 
age of 15. Sr. Donna has served as a spiritual guide for 
“Jacqueline,” now 35, helping her to find the strength for 
reconciliation and healing. The woman is up for clemency, 
and her case will be heard in April. 

Working with Fathers David Kelly, C.PP.S. ’77 and 
Denny Kinderman, C.PP.S. ’63, in the “Back of the Yards,” 
Sr. Donna is using her experience of past ministries to 
help build restorative, safe places for youth rather than 
supporting punitive practices and institutions. 

“Together at Precious Blood Ministry of Reconciliation, 
we build peacemaking circles in neighboring schools, in 
Cook County Juvenile Detention Center and wherever 
harm has been done or relationships need to be built,” 


said Sr. Donna. “We bring together victims and offenders 
for understanding, forgiveness and healing.” 

Despite the roadblocks, it is the hope of everyone at 
the Precious Blood Ministry of Reconciliation that more 
money will be raised to help meet their needs. Sr. Donna 
also expressed hope in sending a few of the young men and 
women at the Precious Blood Ministry of Reconciliation 
to SJC to receive their college education. She is currently 
collaborating with SJC on a fundraiser to bring in more 
resources for the expanding needs of the center. 

As a teacher, counselor, servant, and Sister of the 
Precious Blood, Sr. Donna has answered the call to be a life- 
giving, reconciling presence in a violent and fractured world.

mother woman who was a strong and posi- 
tive influence at the College was Mary Ann 
Meyer. Fr. Wellman offered Meyer her first job in the Rob- 
inson Memorial Library at 75 cents an hour. She offered 
him a counterproposal, telling him she was worth $1.25 
an hour. He agreed — and so Meyer began on September 
1, 1964 what was to be a long career at SJC. 

Her trajectory at the College would include working 
in the Library, the old Administration Building that burned 
down, and the building where the Office of the President 
is now located — McHale Hall. 

Meyer’s daughter, Jean Witherington of Rensselaer, 


recalls: “My mother started work 
when my oldest brother was in 
► fourth grade, I was in second 
grade, and my youngest sister 
started school. Not many wives 
worked outside the home at 
that time.” 

Meyer then worked for Fr. 
Banet (pictured with Meyer at left) in 
the Library and accompanied him as 
his secretary when he became President of the 
College. Meyer worked for Fr. Banet his entire 28 years as 
the President (the longest in SJC history). 

When Fr. Banet retired in 1993, Dr. Skip Shannon 
succeeded him, and Meyer stayed on as the President’s 
secretary under Dr. Shannon until her death in 1998. 

Jean recounts her mother’s perspective about being a 
female working at SJC: “I don’t really remember my mother 
ever having any issues with being a woman working at SJC.” 

Meyer loved her job. Her devotion was made 
apparent when, even when she was very ill, she would 
call and check in at the office. Inge Erickson, former 
Assistant Vice President for Institutional Advancement and 
Marketing, had a close relationship with Meyer. “Mary Ann 
was a very strong and devout supporter of Fr. Banet, and 
she was essential to the operation of the College,” said 
Erickson. “She was an excellent golfer, extremely bright 
and passionate, and a very dear friend to me.” 
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r. Patricia Robin- 
son, B.V.M. grew 
up in a religious family popu- 
lated with teachers. It’s no sur- 
prise, then, that she would go on 
to become a nun and a teacher. 

Sr. Pat grew up in Chicago near 
the town of Oak Park with her parents, 
four sisters and a brother, and religion was an 
important part of their lives. However, Sr. Pat didn’t 
consider a religious vocation until her sophomore year at 
Immaculata High School, an all-girls school in Chicago. 
She was passionate about teaching as well. 

“My mother and several aunts were teachers, so the 
profession ran in the family. Teaching was something I had 
a passion for, so I checked out the Sisters of Charity of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, whose core values include freedom, 
education, charity, and justice.” 

Following high school, Sr. Pat attended Mount Carmel- 
Sisters of Charity, B.V.M. Motherhouse in Dubuque, Iowa. 
Sr. Pat entered with a group of about 70 women who went 
through a two-step process on their road to becoming 
nuns. The first six months gave the women and the order 
a chance to see if they were a good fit for each other. The 
women who decided to stay and whom the community 
received then went on to take at least two and a half years 
of classes. 

From Dubuque, Sr. Pat went to teach in parish 
elementary schools in Iowa, Illinois, and Montana. 
Requirements for certification and credit toward a degree 
were accumulated during the summer. She received her 
Bachelor of Arts degree in English, History and Education. 

“The sisters in our community went all over to 
teach,” said Sr. Pat. “Teaching in Montana was an amazing 
experience. We would go tobogganing, horseback riding 
and mountain climbing. It was lovely.” 

Sr. Pat eventually returned to the Chicago area, 
earned her Master of History from Loyola University, and 
subsequently taught in Lincoln, Neb. at the diocesan 
high school for four years. She then taught at Carmel High 
School in Mundelein, 111. At this time, she was invited to go 
to the University of Notre Dame to study for a doctorate in 
sociology. Her interest in sociology began with a fascination 
for relationships — relationships among people, between 
people and their institutions — all types of relationships. 

“While I was at Notre Dame with Sr. Catherine 
Fay, B.V.M., SJC suffered a devastating fire. There was 
speculation that the College might shut down despite 
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its good reputation and strong student body. Dr. Robert 
Garrity, the Vice President for Academic Affairs at SJC, 
asked Sr. Catherine and me to join the faculty and be part 
of the rebuilding process.” 

At SJC, Sr. Pat would teach courses in Sociology 
and Political Science. Her interest in Sociology began 
with her fascination with relationships — relationships 
among people, between people and institutions, between 
governments — all type of relationships. Teaching Sociology 
at SJC, Sr. Pat had the opportunity to witness the close, 
personal relationships between students and faculty so 
commonly identified with SJC. She also formed many 
close bonds with fellow faculty members such as William 
Downard, Fr. Charles Banet, C.PP.S. ’50, and Fr. Rudolph 
Bierberg, C.PP.S. ’35, who Sr. Pat described as one of 
the most beloved men on campus. Sr. Pat recalled the 
camaraderie the faculty felt and the great times they had 
together. “When I first started at SJC, most of the faculty 
lived in Rensselaer. It was very easy for everyone to get 
together, and we often gathered for food, games, and 
conversation. We had some wonderful times as a group.” 

Besides teaching, Sr. Pat was a student advisor and 
was involved with Campus Ministry. She recalled Kairos 
and the impact it continues to have on its participants. 

“Kairos is an emotional experience, and it was great 
to see the friendships born and maintained because of 
Kairos.” 

Sr. Pat is currently enjoying retirement and continues 
to make her home in Rensselaer. She visits SJC regularly 
and maintains an unbreakable bond with the College. 

“I loved my time at SJC. It’s a marvelous college and 
offers an excellent education, and it’s always a pleasure 
to run into Pumas after they’ve graduated and share 
memories.”

SJC men played women’s 
roles in the theatre, as in 
Shakespeare’s time.

“Social life was somewhat limited, but I remember vividly the mixers with Catholic 
girls’ colleges— Mundelein College, St. Mary of the Woods, etc. What fond memories 
of friends and experiences from those days. Many of my classmates are still close 
friends today.

Karen Henkle Wilson ’72: “It didn’t register that we were 
the first women or that we were making history. Professors 
had mixed feelings; it was a challenge for them. We had to 
wear a dress to dinner during my freshman year; during my 
sophomore year we could wear slacks and jeans.” 

Nancy Russman ’72: “We lived in Justin Hall, half boys and 
half girls. I did learn in those first few weeks that goldfish 
cannot live in a urinal. By our second semester, we were 
no longer viewed as a threat and there was less hostility 
among the upperclassmen. We would study together, 
check each other’s work. We were the first women and 
we were strong women.” 

Corlina (Lina) Heinrich Brickley 72: Lina found it a scary — 
yet fun — time. She enjoyed the small school atmosphere 
despite the very strict housing policies, check-in times, 
and bed checks. Lina supposed the junior and senior guys 
didn’t like having the girls there. There were times it was 
crazy, but there was definitely a sense of camaraderie. 


Denise Garbon Hedrick 72: Denise felt the campus was a 
mixed bag. She recalled the new dorm: “Third West was 
the best.” Piling 10 women into a dorm room to “watch 
our soaps” is a vivid memory as were the food fights in 
the cafeteria. Denise transferred, but her heart is at Saint 
Joseph’s College: “SJC is home.” 


Susan Ploszek-Necas ’71: Susan “Suzie” passed away on 
January 31,2010, but her memory is alive in the many hearts 
that she touched at SJC. Many say that she was the one that 
you went to when you needed to talk to someone — one 
student said that she was about to quit, but Suzie talked her 
out of it.

LEADER IN DAVID STROUD 


David Stroud has been named 
the new head men’s soccer coach 
following the departure of David 
Bokhart. Stroud served as interim 
head coach last season and becomes 
the 12th head coach in Saint Joseph’s 
College history. 

“This is a gratifying experience,” 
said Stroud. “I went through last season 
as if nothing was owed to me and 
allowed the operation of the program 
to stand for itself. I learned a great deal 
last season and will continue to put forth an effort that fits 
the mission of SJC.”

Stroud guided SJC to a 4-12-2 
record this past season with a 4-9-2 
mark in Great Lakes Valley Conference 
play, with four of the last seven matches 
decided by one goal. Stroud spent 
the 2009-10 season with the Pumas, 
working primarily with the keepers. In 
that span, SJC has posted a record of 
17-15-3. 

“David had the benefit of being 
able to interview for a position over 
an extended period of time,” said 
Massoels. “He demonstrated all the necessary qualities to 
be successful at SJC as well as in the Great Lakes Valley 
Conference. We believe that he will provide the players in 
our program a stabilizing message that will lead them to 
success.” 

Stroud has a diverse background, including two stops 
at NCAA Division II institutions. He previously served as an 
assistant coach under Marco Koolman at Franklin Pierce 
University in Rindge, N.H., during the 2008-09 season. 
There, he helped the Ravens achieve a national ranking 
and a place in the 32-team NCAA Championship field. He 
was responsible for goalkeeper training and opponent 
scouting, in addition to other duties. He also served as the 
men’s and women’s tennis coach at FPU. 

Prior to joining the FPU staff, he completed a variety 
of professional assignments in his native Japan. He worked 
with Okayama Yunogo Belle in the Japanese women’s 
professional league as a goalkeeper trainer, where he 
worked with multiple national-level athletes, including 
the 2007 Asian Football Conference player-of-the-year 
nominee from Japan. 

Before his return to Japan, Stroud was an 
assistant men’s and women’s soccer coach at 
Missouri Southern State University in Joplin, Mo., in 
2002, and completed a graduate assistantship at Lake 
Erie College in Painesville, Ohio, from 2000 to 2002. 
Stroud holds a bachelor’s degree from University of 
Tennessee-Martin and a Master of Business Administration 
(MBA) from Lake Erie College. 
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The Saint Joseph’s College baseball team opened the 
2012 season with a number of new faces. SJC is trying to 
erase the sour taste of the 201 1 season, when they posted 
a 22-25-1 mark after an 18-6-1 start. 

SJC lost all but Quintin Alexander ’14 from the starting 
infield. Alexander showcased impressive defensive skills 
last season and looks to improve his offense prowess. Aric 
Marquardt ’12 is seeing action at a number 
including first base. Marquardt saw most of his 0t 
outfield last season, where he hit .307 with six doubl 
17 RBIs. Eric Mason ’13, who finished the season 
.236 average, remains behind the plate. The Pumas 
plethora of outfielders as Joe Pudlo ’12 continues to man 
right field. Pudlo finished with a .298 batting average and 
26 RBIs in 2011. 

The Pumas returned the majority of their pitching staff 
as 86 percent of the innings pitched in 201 1 are still on the 
roster. Eric Meyerchick ’ 1 2 fronts the pitching staff with a 
career 16-10 record and 3.79 ERA. The hard-throwing right- 
hander pitched 70 innings last s^rason and finished with a

The Saint Joseph’s College softball 
team opened the season in March with 
a sense of urgency. Brittnie Boerema ’ 1 2 
and Rachel Weaver ’13 have reset 
the record books offensively, but SJC 
has not made a Great Lakes Valley 
Conference Tournament appearance 
since 2009. 

The Pumas were picked to finish 
seventh in the GLVC East Division in the 
annual preseason Coaches Poll. SJC 
started their season with 10 games in 
Florida before returning to Rensselaer 
for the start of the conference slate. 

SJC will host Missouri-St. Louis and 
Maryville on the opening weekend. 

Non-conference affairs against 
Grand Valley State and Urbana are also 
mixed into a busy spring schedule. The top three teams 
from the GLVC East Division, the top two teams from 
the West Division and three wild card teams will earn a 
berth in the 2012 GLVC Softball Tournament April 27-29 at 
EastSide Centre in East Peoria, 111. 

SJC returned six players and both members of the 
pitching staff from the 19-26 squad of 2011. All-American 
Brittnie Boerema (Sr., Manhattan, Ill./Lincoln-Way Central) 
is the mainstay behind the plate. Boerema finished last 
season with a plethora of postseason honors as she held a 
.296 batting average with five home runs and 26 RBIs. 

Amy Varner ’12 (Sr., Mount Prospect, Ill./Prospect) 
had a team-best .345 batting average last season and 
solidifies the middle infield. Both Boerema and Varner 
held a fielding percentage over .950 last season. At first 
base, Rachel Weaver (Sr., Crown Point, Ind./ 

Lake Central) held a .276 batting average last 
season with four home runs and 22 RBIs. 

The return of Megan Ramey ’13 (Jr.,
